NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Deciining 
to discuss current labor problems in 
detail on the ground that he had 
not had time to familiarize himself 
with them during his absence 
abroad, Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of La-| 
bor, who arrived here from France 


on the transport George Washing- 
ton yesterday, said that he wished 
to make plain that he “did not come 
hnmome to icterfere with the program 
of labor, but to help my fellow la- 
borers.” 

Gompers, who has been attending 
the sessions of the International 
Trade Union Congress at Amster- 
dam, declared that “the employers 
of labor have not yet learned that 
the time has past when they are 
the complete monarchs of all they 
serve. 

“Certainly,” he added, “men and 
women who work must have a voice 
in determining conditions under | 
which they shall give their labor.” 

Questioned by reporters, the la- 
bor leader begged to be excused 
from commenting on the President's 
statement on the merits of the rail- 
road shopmen’s demands, the ac- 
tors’ strike, the Plumb plan for the 
nationalization of railroads and the | 
proposed steel workers’ strike, on 
the ground that he had not had 
time to study them. He adm*ted, 
however, that urgent telegrams 
from Washington, whose source he 
would not divulge, prompted him 
to hasten his return home by at 
least a week.
